EE was on the fifteenth day of the month of Kislev, 

when King Antiochus of Syria had set up an 
idol upon the altar of God, and had incense burnt in 
its honor. And he gave order that the people of 
Judea should forsake their Law and the covenant 
and profane the Sabbath and pollute the sanctuary. 
And many chose rather to die than to forsake the 
holy covenant. And the king’s officers came to 
the city of Modin, and they said to Mattathias, the 
son of John, the son of Simon the Hasmonean, a 
priest of the sons of Joarib who dwelt in Modin: 
“Thou art aruler in the city. Go, then, and fulfill 
the king’s command and sacrifice as all the heathens 
have done, and as also the men of Judea and Jerus- 
alem did. So shalt thou be of the number of the 
king’s friends.” But Mattathias answered and 
spake with a loud voice: “Though all the nations 
that are under the king’s command obey him and 
fall away every one from the religion of their fath- 
ers, yet will I and my sons and my brethren walk 
in the covenant of our fathers. God forbid that 
we should forsake the Law to depart from our faith, 
either to the right or to the left.” And when one 
of the Jews came in the sight of all to sacrifice to 
the idol, Mattathias was inflamed with zeal, neither 
could he forbear to show his anger, and he slew 
him, and also the king’s commissioner, and the al- 
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tar he pulled down. And Mattathias cried through- 
out the city with a loud voice saying : “ Whosoever 
is zealous of the Lawand maintaineth the covenant 
let him follow me.” So he and his sons fled into 
the mountains, and they went about pulling down 
the heathen altars, and they recovered the Law out 
of the hand of the Gentiles. 

Now Mattathias was greatly advanced in age; he 
had passed his hundredth year, and his dying hour 
drew near. He said to his sons: ‘ Be ye zealous 
for the Law and give your lives for the covenant of 
your fathers. Remember what our fathers did in 
times gone by. Was not Abraham found faithful 
in temptation, and it was accounted to him for 
righteousness ? Phineas, our father, obtained for 
his zeal the covenant of an everlasting priesthood. 
Ananias, Azarias and Mishael were by their faith 
saved out of the flame, and Daniel from the mouth 
of hons. Throughout all the ages none that put 
their trust in God were overcome. Therefore be 
strong, my sons, and show yourself men in behalf 
of the Law; for by it shall ye obtain glory.” So 
he blessed them and was gathered to his fathers. 

Then Judas, called Maccabee, rose up in his 
stead, and all his brethren aided him, and they 
fought courageously the battle of Israel. He put 
on a breast-plate asa giant, and girt his warlike 
armor about him. He battled like a lion, and the 
wicked shrunk for fear of him. He cheered Jacob 
by his mighty acts, and his memorial is blessed 
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orever. And when all the people feared and 
trembled at the sight of the great multitude of the 
enemy’s hosts, and said: ‘“ How shall we be able, 
being so few, to fight against so many people and 
so strong?” Judas answered: “ With the God of 
heaven it is all one to deliver us with a large num- 
ber, or with a small one. Let all the nations know 
that there is One who will forever save and protect 
Israel.”” And Judas led them into battle, and be- 
hold, the hosts of the enemy were vanquished and 
they fled. And Israel had a great deliverance. 
And they sang songs of thanksgiving, and praised 
the Lord of heaven for His goodness, because His 
mercy endureth forever. 

And on the five and twentieth day of Kislev, the 
same day when three years before the altar of God 
had been profaned by the heathen, the sanctuary 
of God was dedicated anew with songs and music, 
and the people praised the God of heaven who had 
given them great victory, and they celebrated che 
Dedication of the Altar for eight days, and there 
was great rejoicing among the people. Moreover, 
Judas and his brethren with the whole congrega- 
tion of Israel ordained that the days of the Dedica- 
tion of the Altar should be celebrated from year to 
year for eight days in gladness and thanksgiving.
